Yesterday 


Newport. R. I,. July 30—The yachts- 


men of the New York yacht club spent 
most of the morning talking over yes- 
terday's race for the Astor cup apd 
the somewhat surprising victory of the 
Columbia, 


The result was certainly a disap- 


pointment to a large majority of the 
fleet, not so much that the Columbia 
should have won, but that she should 
have shown her superiority on each 
leg to the new Constitution. 


Nearly every one now has arrived 


at the conclusion that the ^Constitution 
is not only in poor trim, but sthat she 
js actually slower than when she raced 
the Columbia and Independence two 
weeks ago. 


It Tsas pointed out today that in the 


last race of the Newport series, when 
the Independence broke down, 
the 


wind was almost of the sam* strength 
as yesterday, yet 
the Constitution 


sailed the 10-mile leg to windward 
several seconds faster than the Colum 
bia. 


Yesterday the 18-mile beat to wind- 


ward the Columbia was over two min 
utes faster than the Constitution. 


It wag the poor showing on the part 


of the new boat that prompted Mr. 
Duncan to decline to race further 
until the Constitution's rig had been 
changed. 


Alterations were decided on 
two 


weeks ago but they have been deferred 
until after the Newport yacht racing 
association events of this -\\eek but for 
the developments of the past week in 
the sailing of the Constitution. 


This withdrawal of the new defender 


leaves the Columbia to fight it out 
alone in the two races of Thursday and 
Saturday, and at this time it seems 
as if these races would be the last in 
which the Boston boat will have a 
chance to test her speed against a 
Herrshoff production. 


There may -be other rai.es by the 


yacht clubs in the sound In which the 
three 90-footerg may 
be invited to 


meet, but it looks now as if there 
woudl be races enough off this port to 
occupy the Constitution until the for- 
mal trial races about September 1.

Tbe capital prize win- 


ners, bowever, proved to be James R. 
Wood of Weatherford, O. T., whose 
name waa tbe first to come from tbe 
Lawton district wbeel, and Miss Mat- 
tie H. Beals of Wicblta, Kan., who 
draw the second number on tbat dis 
trlct 
They will have the privilege 


of making tbe first filings In the Lawton 
<Jistrlet,and will undoubtedly choose 
the two quarter sections adjoining the 
town. 
These are considered the mosi 


valuable in the territory, and are, it ia 
estimated, worth from $20.000 to $40,- 
€00 each. 


The day was one of keen excitement, 


replete with Interesting scenes. 
It ia 


estimated that fully 25,000 persons wit 
nessed the drawing. 
The immense 


throng was wrought up to the highest 
pitch. The drawing of the first claims, 
was followed by a mighty shout. 


Each succeeding winning for a time 


was met with shouts of applause and 
merriment. 
AB wa» pleasant. 
Every 


man, though he did not draw .1 priz« 
from the wheels yesterday, had stead- 
fast faith that tomorrow will surely see 
him the possessor of a slip reading him 
a title clear to 160 acres of Oklahoma 
land. 


The crowd fairly exhausted them- 


selves, and when the close of the draw- 
ing for the day was announced, at 6 
o'clock, hundreds who had neither eaten 
nor drunk during the day sank to the 
ground, where they stood from sheet 
fatigue, or dragged themselves to bettei 
places for rest or to refreshment booths 
up town. 
The day was remarkably 


free from quarrels, and general satis- 
faction with the government's method 
of disposing of the land was felt. 


It has been found that many hundred 


applicants have "repeated," and that 
others have applications so illegible that 
they will be thrown out.

In the race off 'Newport 


yesterday the Columbia defeated the 
Constitution by 4 mhiutc» and 28 sec- 
ond*.

the Constitution withdrew the boat 
from further racing until she Is over- 
hauled aud fitted with her new and 
higher main-mast. This defeat on top 
of those administered in previous races 
reopens the question as to whether th« 
new boat is better or even as good as 
the old one. It is an ugyt question to 
be coming up at this time. The Sham 
rock II, a decided improvement on the 
first Shamrock, is on the "way over to 
race for the America's cup and here 
we are wondering if we have a better 
boat than the Columbia to meet her. 
The old Shamrock, it must be borne 
in mind, was no mean antagonist to 
the Columbia. The new Shamrock is

"The ending of the Fosburgh trial 


adds another to the list tof murder mys 
terif>g that Is becoming quite large, 
and, before long, if it continues, will 
create some talk upon the capacity of 
the government to protect life in the 
way that is promised by civilization. 
Within a very few years we have had 
within this little state four great mur- 
ders and there has been no solution 
of any of them. They are the murder 
of the Newton family in Broolcfleld a 
few years ago. The hired man, Paul 
Meuller, disappeared and it is sup- 
posed he committed the crime. No 
trace of him has ever been found. The 
country has been searched for him, but 
in vain. But even if he be caught 
some sharp lawyer might ask what 
the government has against Wm^and 
it might be a weak case. The Reed 
murder in North Adams, in which' a 
man and sister were 
killed, was a 


shocking tragedy, and no one to this 
day knows the murderer, or if he does, 
he keeps the secret for himself. Here 
was another great mystery. Pittsfield 
ever since it got the county feeat of 
Berkshire away from Lenox, over a 
generation ago, has been very jealous 
of every town in the region, t»id when 
it saw the notoriety that ~Jrth Ad- 
'ams was getting by her murder mys- 
tery, has gone her one better and fur- 
nished the Fosburgh mystery. North 
Adams is now thrown in the shade. 
This was the third mystery. About 
two months ago the multilated re- 
mains of a Mrs. Blondin were found in 
the small town of Chelmsford. It is 
supposed her husband killed her, and 
every few days -we read in the papers 
that Blondin has been seen or caught 
So we have four mysteries tan our 
hands awaiting a. solution, that we 
are afraid will not come."—Oracle in 
Ho'yoke Transcript 


North Adams papers have recently 


given the board of trade of that town 
a handsome dressing down for the 
treatment accorded them after grand- 
ly free advertising their recent gather 
ing. That board of trade got no more 
than it deserved, and what was said 
about it in North Adams papers ap- 
plies 
to 
many other organizations 


which use and then abuse the news- 
papers. Our own board has always 
treated reporters courteously, and the 
newspaper men are glad to do all 
they can for it, but "there are others." 


It was only a few weeks ago that a 


country church in this county snub- 
bed the local press which had well ad 
vertised their affair gratuitously, and 
virtually told the reporters they might 
sit on the roof to get their reports of 
the speakers' addresses. 
The North 


Adams Transcript recently said In a 
column editorial: 


"Newspaper men have not time to 


accept half of the invitations that are 
extended to them. Very often their 
presence is not needed at an event to 
obtain an adequate story of it and re- 
porters are seldom or never found at 
such events. But at events where men 
of some note appear and speak the 
press feel that it is but a slight re- 
turn for unlimited favors to be per- 
mitted to have representatives present 
so that the association or society and 
the public may be properly served. 
When a sense of impropriety and In- 
delicacy such as now exhibited by the 
board of trade, denies that slight cour- 
tesy—which, to the newspaper man's 
deep humiliation, is quite often ex- 
hibited—the press is made to feel that 
it is flrst to be used and then abused. 
It is all too true that managers of 
many events ride the newspapers to 
death for free advertising and as a 
reward for the costly favors they re- 
ceive "nub the reporter as if he were 
a tramp."—Northampton Herald.

OVERWORKED EXPRESSIONS. 


Two That One Critic Think* Sfcevld 


Be Laid on the Shelf. 


"There are some expressions which I 


believe ought to be outlawed," said a well 
known writer who prides himself on being 
a good conversationalist, "and I am Bur- 
prised that they are used with such per- 
sistence. They have always played an im- 
portant part in ftie events of the worid. 
They represent nothing and everything. 


"There is, for instance, that dear old 


BOU! 'evarybody.' 'Everybody' says so and 
so, or does this, that and the other thing. 
'Everybody* denies that. And so it runs. 
'Everybody' wears a heavier responsibili- 
ty than most persons could staud up un- 
der, and no doubt 'everybody' is accused 
of doing and saying a great many things 
that 'everybody1 doesn't do or say. In 
spite of the fact that we all know the ri- 
diculousness with which the expression 
is used, we frequently gather impressions 
that are at variance with the facts of the 
case simply because we are told that 'ev- 
erybody' so and so. Poor old 'everybody' 
•hould be given a ~est, and the expression 
should not be used except in cases where 
the legitimate meaning of the word can be 
brought into play. 


"The expression 'they say* is even 


worse. This is probably the most coward- 
ly expression used by the English speak- 
ing people. It has been more harmful 
than any other expression. It has been 
the most potent weapon of the slanderer 
and has probably destroyed more reputa- 
tions than any other expression known 
to the English tongue. 'They say' all 
sorts of things, do all sorts of things, be- 
lieve all sorts of things. So there you are. 
The expression is used so often and for so 
many different purposes that it would 
be impossible to figure out tha damage 
that is done daily to reputation and to 
fortunes by thftse two simple words. 
'They say' is need to hammer stocks down 
and to cause men to question the integrity 
and stabilit' 
certain financial institu- 


tions, and 
requently used with tell- 


ing effect 
-.ey say' is nsed to cause 


trouble in tlie family or to taint a reputa- 
tion out of pure malice of heart and for 
many other purposes equally as low. 


"I am inclined to believe that we would 


be better off if we would taboo the ex- 
pressions 'everybody' and 'they say* and 
never use them except in cases where 
their use is legitimate."—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat. 


WANT NEXT YEAR'S FIELD DAY 


TIME, NOT DISTANCE 


Feat«r» of RaUvrny Tr*v«l 


In Denmark. 


Denmark was absolutely the pioneer in 


cheap railway fares. The fares were re- 
duced all around, so that the longer the 
distance, the greater the reduction, but at 
the same time the return ticket system 
was abolished for journeys within Den- 
mark. 
( 


One of the greatest boons to business 


men and holiday makers is the so called 
fortnightly ticket For third class it costs 
22s. 3d. and tor second class £1 15s. 6d. 
Such a ticket enutles the holder to travel 
all over Denmark for a term of 14 days. 
He can go wherever he cares to go and BS 
many times over the same route as he 
may wish within the time paid for—name- 
ly, 14 days. A holiday maker may visit 
every place of interest in Denmark during 
that time, and if he found any pleasure 
in traveling from town to town night and 
day for the period ho could do so. He 
pays the price, £1 2s. 3d., with a deposit 
of 5s. 6d.'for the ticket, on which a photo- 
graph of the bolder is pasted, and at the 
expiration of 14 days he returns the tick- 
et and gets the 5s. Gd. deposit back. 
lie can also uuf a ticket for a month 


which costs 50 per cent more, and the 
longer the time the greater the reduction. 
.While a fortnightly ticket costs 22s. 3d., 
a 12 month ticket costs £10. If the pas- 
senger had to pay for a 12 month ticket 
at the rate of 22s. 3d. per fortnight, it 
would cost him £26 14s. Thus the reduc- 
tion is over 150 per qent. 


If instead of paying for a fortnightly 


ticket a traveler went from Eshjerg to 
Copenhagen and back as often as he 
could within 14 days and bought ordinary 
tickets for each trip, they would cost him 
over £6, and this amount would bo dou- 
bled in a fortnight if be went sightseeing 
from one place to another, traveling all 
over Denmark in easy stages. 


Season tickets can be also had for jour- 


neys between two towns. In this case tho 
price for one month is, say, 5s.; 7s. 6d. for 
two months and £110s. for a whole year. 
Young people under the age of 18 travel 
for half price.—London Expresr i

"Dry shaving has been a blessing to 


China and in less than 300 years has al 
most removed beards from the faces ot 
the men of the empire," observed an in- 
telligent (Jbinaman to a Washington Stat 
reporter. "Originally the Chinese had 
heavy beat-Is. This is easily verified by 
an examination of any of the old prints 
of Chinamen, for all of them show long 
bearded men. In time the people found 
out that there was no particular use foi 
a beard and that the wearing of it was 
expensive outside of the time actually 
occupied in trimming or shaving it. How 
many Americans of today arc forced to 
spend several hours a week in a barber's 
chair? Many men that I know, Ameri- 
cans and Europeans as well, spend 20 
minutes in tho barber's chair every day. 


"The Chinaman of the olden times— the 


kind of Chinaman who figures as a pirate 
in your prints, for the goad Chinaman 
never seems to have got his picture in 
your books at all until within tLe last 50 
years at most— always wore a long beard 
in reality as well as in the pictures. But 
even he found out that there was no ne- 
cessity far it 
The Iwirned men of the 


empire were asked to consider the mat- 
ter, and they arrived at the conclusion 
that dry ghaving was to some extent a 
remedy. Anyhow, official edicts were is- 
sued ciTins this information. 
The old 


fellows who had beards of course were 
not in it, and they lived out their days 
and passed out of existence with full 
beards, but the young wen asked to 'dry 
shave.' 
"Thus 'the reform started, and in five 


or iix {re-aerations of people the beard 
has practically disappeared, so that the 
average Chinaman of today does not have 
to devote over one-half hoar in a month 
to keep his face hairless. In the next 
two generations beards, are expected to 
disappear absolutely. It took time to 
bring this about, but in the life of a na- 
tion such a thing as a century should not 
be allowed to count much. I think beards 
would disappear from Americana and 
Europeans in fire generations of people 
if tho people wanted to have them disap-

Bchools in India for the education of 
the parlaUs, the race despised of all the 
castes in that strange land, says the 
.Washington Post 


Colonel OlCott took no small part In 


public affairs In -America, his native 
land, before be became Interested in 
theosophy in 1874. 
During the civil 


•war he was engaged by Secretary Stan- 
ton to Investigate frauds in the quar- 
termaster's department 
at various 


points and conducted the investigations 
with great dispatch and success. He 
acted as special commissioner for the 
navy as well as the war department ia 
rooting out abuses and frauds. 


The advance of theosophy and the 


membership of the society devoted to 
the Buddhist religion owe most of its 
euccess to the efforts of Colonel Ol- 
cott He has provided a constitution 
for the society which is the broadest 
that governs such an institution. While 
study of Buddhism has been the prin- 
cipal occupation of Colonel Olcott for a 
quarter of a century, his efforts for ed- 
ucation In the east have been unex- 
ampled in then- energy and success. 
In Ceylon he aroused among the na- 
tives a desire for the education of their 
children which had never before exist- 
ed and secured their co-operation and 
assistance in the establishment of 
schools which are attended by 27,000 
pupils. 


His latest project is a most interest- 


Ing one. The pariahs of, India are the 
most downtrodden race In the world. 
They say they are the aboriginal inhab- 
itants of the country and were over- 
come by a stronger people from the 
north. They are the outcast race. A 
pariah may not remain in the road 
while a Hindoo passes, but must go 
aside Into the fields. He may not drink 
from the village well. The attitude of 
every caste in India toward him is one 
of abhorrence. His presence in their 
company, according to> their tenets, is 
pollution. The pariahs are not distin- 
guished by any typical appearance, but 
they are so downtrodden that they nev- 
er le'arn enough to raise themselves, 
migrate and conceal tatrfr identity. In 
India, too, there is a tradition which is 
preserved by every caste whereby a 
man follows the trade of his father and 
remains in the same place from genera- 
tion to generation. 


The only solution for the enigma of 


elevating a race surrounded by such 
conditions was education, and Colonel 
Olcott has begun the good work. Out 
of his own small means he established 
the first school, and the news of his 
work reaching friends in America and 
elsewhere in the world, which he has 
traveled over from Norway to Austra- 
lia, and contributions were made to the 
work. There are now 600 or 700 chil- 
dren in these schools, and Colonel Ol- 
cott is preaching,their cause in bis trip 
through North arid South America. His 
propaganda is a peculiar one, for he 
never asks for anything. He tells the 
needs of the people for whom he is 
working and gladly accepts help, but 
neither through him nor any member 
of the society is any one ever dunned 
for a contribution. 


In the exercise of the religion of the- 


osophy, Colonel Olcott is regarded as 
one of its wonder workers, but his serv- 
ices, which are in large demand, are 
given, when they are given at all, with- 
out price. The journal of the society, 
The Theosophist, is the sole source of 
revenue of the president of the society. 


Colonel Olcott has gone to Philadel- 


phia, where he will conclude a course 
of lectures he has been giving in va- 
rious cities of the United States. He 
will then go to South America to in- 
spect branches of the society and re- 
turn by way of Europe'to his perma- 
nent home, Adyar, Madras presidency, 
India. ^

SHOULD SPARE NOBODY 


Advice Given Admiral Schley 


by His Eldest Son 


WANTS TO ASK SAMPSON 


As to Who Would Be Blamed If Battle 


of Santiago Bud Resulted la Defeat 
—Declares That Ills Father' Has 
Several Strocg Cards Up His Sleeve 


Salt Lake, Utah, July 29-TheHerald 


today prints the following: 


Captain Thomas F. Schley, eldest son 


of Admiral Winfield S. Srhley, who is 
stationed at Fort Douglass in this city, 
yesterday outlined feome points that will 
be brought out in the court of inquiry 
as to his father's conduct at the battle 
.of Santiago. 
He declared that some 


startling facts will be brought to light 
if the whole truth shall become known, 
and that the refutations of persons 
other than bis father are likely to suf- 
fer. 


"I have Jtmt written to my father," 


said Captain Schley, "that I thought he 
ought to spare nobody, and that he 
should withhold none of the facts iu 
his possession about Admiral Sampson 
or anybody else." 


Captain Schley is an officer In the 


Twenty-third infantry, stationed at 
Fort DouglasT Although he has not 
had a letter from his father since the 
court of inquiry was ordered, he is fa- 
miliar with the questions at issue and 
pointed out some of the facts that will 
be unfed iu the admiral's defense. 


""When the court of inquiry meets,'' 


said Captain ScUley, fji would like to 
have the privilege of, asking Admiral 
Sampson just one question.: 'If the bat- 
tle of Santiago had resulted in defeat, 
to whom would the bl.-uue have been at- 
tached?' 
Tbis, I think, tells the sit- 


uation in a nutshell. If Admiral Seliley 
bad lost the battle he would have been 
blamed. 
Se won it, and he should 


have the credit 


"The accusations that are made are 


ridiculous, when they are Investigated. 
Take, for example, the charge of dis- 
obedience of orders in May, 1898. 
An 


attempt has been made to saddle the re- 
sponsibility on my father. - The fact is 
tbat he has a letter from Admiral Samp- 
son telling him to do exactly what he 
did, 
and tins letter will be produced at 


the inquiry. At tliat time he wasmain- 
taining the blockade "of Cienfuegos. 
Secretary Long wired Admiral Sampson 
strongly advising that the blockading 
fleet go to Santiago, in the hope of find- 
ing the Spanish fleet there. 


"Admiral Sampson sent tho dispatch 


to Admiral Schley with a note in which 
he snid: 
'After duly considering this 


telegram, I have decided to make n# 
change iu the present plans; that is. that 
you should bold your squadron of? Cien- 
fuegos.' This letter was suppressed." 


Regarding the maneuvers of the 


Brooklyn at the time of the battle, Cap- 
tain Schley says the facts all go to 
show that this was the best move under 
the circumstances. The port played by 
the Brooklyn in the battle certainly 
icmpares favorably with that of the 
New York, he thinks. 


"If this Inquiry is full and fair," de- 


clared Captain Schley, "some facts will 
be disclosed that will startle the public. 
My father lias several strong cards up 
his sleeve; and I trust be will make use 
of them all." 


Captain Schley enlisted in the army in 


1884, and was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the Twenty-third infantry 
seven years later. 
He sened with his 


regiment all through the campaigns in 
the Philippines, where he earned his 
captaincy. 
Since his return from the 


Philippines he has been at Fort Douglas.

MEW IDEA IN ASTRONOMY 


An Exhaustive Study of Paral- 


laxes Planned, 


*I£IffA DOOTOB SUGGESTED FLAK 


Front Tala University 


Unite With Fonr Large Obaerva- 


~ forte* In Europe to Engage Iu the 


.Worto—Wbat Baa Been Accomplish- 
ed In the Past Tear. 


, Dr. William L. Elkin, director of the 
lYale astronomical observatory, an- 
nounces, according to a special dis- 
rjatch from New Haven to the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger, that plans have 
been made to devote the heliometer at 
the observatory to the most novel 
•cheme. In the history of astronomical 
atatlons in the universities ot- the 
iworld. Five large Institutions, four in 
(Europe and Yale in America, have 
formed a co-operative association to 
Jtndy parallaxes more extensively and 
exhaustively than would otherwise be 
possible. Dr. De Hall of Vienna sug- 
gested the plan, and the Yale astrono- 
mers gladly Indorsed it It will result, 
St Is hoped, in famishing a large num* 
t>er of well distributed parallax results 
from which valuable deductions and 
Important stellar discoveries will be 
,*nade possible. 
•j Professor Elkin's annual report, which 
'(was recently announced, describes in 
detail the experimental work which has 
•been carried on the past year with the 
Jjelicmater, which has been the princi- 
pal instrument used at the station the 
fast year. Nearly all that has been 
)Jone at the observatory the past year 
<%as been with the heliometer and cam- 
eras. The most important work done 
iias been to secure several supplemen- 
tary series on the parallaxes of large 
•proper motion stars. Dr. F. L. Chase 
lias observed six such series and Pro- 
fessor Elkin and Mr. M. F. Smith, the 
(observatory assistant, five. 


The work of securing the parallaxes 


Of the proper motion stars, which haa 
been in progress for a year, is now en- 
tirely completed. When the results are 
announced late this fall, something of 
a stir in the astronomical world is ex- 
pected, as the experiments and Inves- 
tigations have been entirely original hi 
their scope. Definitive results have 
been reached. 


Mr. Smith has Just completed the 


unique task of remeaanrlng the Pleia- 
des, utiliaiag the heliometer for this 
task. It will be remembered that Pro- 
fessor Elkla made the original meas- 
urement of the group just 16 years ago. 
The repetition of the measuring by Mr. 
Smith will. It la expected, be of prac- 
tical value in settling the character ci 
the relative motions of the system. 


Professor Elkin Is busy at present 


{carrying out A reduction of his previ- 
ous trlangulatlon and introducing the 
•yatematie corrections which have been 
found to be required. 
This Is being 


done In connection with some further 
Investigations on these systematic di- 
vergencies. 


Professor Elkln announces that the

A SAMMX DAY IN THE LIFE OP'THE 


OF A ROAD. 


Tie TM*MU mmt O»e Detail* That 


Clmlm •!•; Attention auiA Try HI* 
Exeevtlve Ability—The Halt Hou* 
Wltk tho General af*nac«r. 
After being for a few honrs with a 


railroad president on« has a better con- 
ception of the magnitude of the Chinese 
treatise on all tliiugs. 
The president 


perhaps has just returned from a trip to 
New York, where he has attended a con- 
ference of presidents of allied lines. Ha 
has been ou the rood all night; but, 
thanks to that businesslike institution, 
the private car. often erroneously consid- 
ered a luxury, he appears iu his office 
fresher for work than the suburbanite 
•who haa just come in on tho commuter's 
train. 
While the president is looking 


over hia personal mail word spreads 
about the big building that "the old inaa 
IB back," 
QraduallJ the private secre- 


taries of the different chiefs drop into 
tha outer office to learn from the presi- 
dent's private secretary what business is 
most likely to come up first and what 
chance there is for action on some pet 
measure. The bell rings, and for a few 
minutes the private secretary is closeted 
with the president. Daily telegraphic re- 
ports huve kept.the president Informed 
of events on the line, but in a surpris- 
ingly brief time he learns of smaller hap- 
penings, of messages left by prominent 
calleis and of- the general beha-noc of 
his child, the railroad. ' 


Then the president sends for nis ehief 


Assistant, the genera! manager, and- learns 
officially some of the things the private 
secretary has told him as gossip and 
many others of greater moment, but per- 
haps of less real interest. The half hour 
with the general manager may mean de- 
cisions involving the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It may 
mean happiness or anxiety to hundreds of 
homes. For exampje, it may be decided 
to move the company's shops -from Dan 
to Beersheba. This means a move for 
employees, a breaking of home ties und 
perhaps disappointment to engaged lov- 
ers. Again, it may be decided to extend 
the Utopia branch, which means a for- 
tune to investors in land beyond Utopia 
and rain to some in the-old terminus. 


The president may tell the general man- 


ager that the demand for a dividend on 
the preferred stock is becoming more 
clamorous and that they must get along 
another year without the 5,000 new box 
cars that are badly needed and the build- 
ing of which would affect many idle men. 
JThe president very 'likely calls the atten- 
tion of the general manager to the au- 
ditor's estimate of last wpek's earnings 
and asks why expenses cannot be reduced 
just a little more. 


The president reminds the general man- 


ager that the contract for hauling Chicago 
dressed beef is conditional upon a. second 
morning delivery at the seaboard two 
bourg earlier -than that previously given 
by a rival line. He also observes that the 
reliability and regularity of the passenger 
trains is helping the western tourist busi- 
ness, that the delay to the hotel men's 
special by a freight wreck last week will 
hurt the winter travel to California and 
that the new dining car must be made to 
pay expenses. He asks why the ton mile 
cost of moving freight has not decreased 
In proportion to the recent outlay for big 
engines. 


He ventures the opinion that the su- 


perintendent of the Slowburg division 
must have been asleep while the city 
council of Eingville passed an ordinance 
requiring the company to erect ten more 
electric lights at street crossings. He ex- 
presses polite astonishment at the failure 
of the passenger department to book the 
headquarters train for the next Grand 
Army encarapment. . He makes no at- 
tempt a* concealing his disgust over a 
competitor securing ten trainloads of 
agricultural machinery for the western 
prairies. He then takes up the question 
of a larger terminal charge for switching 
cars to connecting lines and suggests to 
the general manager that the revenue 
(would bfe increased by more favorable 
terms in the next contract with other 
roads. 


The patient and loyal general manager, 


who has taken all this in the Pickwickian 
sense in which, it was intended, now haa 
his turn. From the bundle of papers un- 
der his arm he> draws a condensed esti- 
mate of an elaborate plan for .reducing 
the cost of transportation oa a certain 
division by running around a bluff and 
locating freight yards near a busy rivee 
instead of climbing into the town. The 
trained eye of the president catches the 
ealieiit points, and he tells the general 
manager whether or not funds are likely 
to be available, whether or not it fa poli- 
tic to antagonize municipal or other in- 
terests. 


The general manager diplomatically 


•hows the president that the New Or- 
leans cotton traffic is suffering because 
of the president's order to consider all 
Minneota flour as rush freight. He asks 
authority to increase the pay of a super- 
intendent who has ft better offer from 
another road. From the bundle of con- 
densed reports h» shows a saving of 100 
tons of coal the previous week by rea- 
son of better fuel furnished from the new 
mines. He tells Of a new gasolene en- 
gine at Pumptown which will cut in two 
the monthly bills for water supply for 
locomotives. 
He reports a conference 


•with the mayor of a big city about tho 
•moke nuisance near the freight yards. 


He suggests that it would be well for 


the passenger department to stop promis- 
ing dollar excursionists a two hour sched- 
ule for a hard three hour run. He urges 
conciliatory measures toward the city 
council of Bncktown, which will repeal 
the speed ordinance as soon, as the old 
morning accommodation train is restored, 
and "No. 6" (the St. Louis express) can 
then get through the town on time. In 
the most nonchalant nanner be asks to 
be excused, that he may catch a train 
leaving in five minutes, as .he has an ap- 
pointment tot tho aaxt marateg some 600 
miles awdy. 
Before the genera! manager haa finished 


the private secretary is entertaining two 
or three reporters of afternoon papers. 
The president sees them, comes out, 
shakes hands and tells them rates are to 
be Btiffer than ever, that tho stockholder! 
ere llrtd of hunting snipe for the fun of 
holding empty bags. He then jocosely 
aska them for news about hia road, as he 
has he«n in New York helping his wife to 
do her shopping.—Cbarles De Laro Hine 
ia Csntury.

put in.

complicity of 
the crime. 
Detective 


Hazen had a long talk with Gray in 
New York yesterday and decided that 
the man was telling the truth when 
he said he knew nothing ab'out the 
murder. Gray declared that the story 
he had told the women was false and 
that he, had concocted it merely to 
make an impression 
upon 
one of 


them. 


"I am convinced that the crime was 


committed by burglars." said Mr. Ha- 
zen. "One fact was Impressed upon 
me at the outset, and that was that 
the job was the work of beginners or 
amateurs. In all my experience of 
twenty-two years I never knew a job 
done by professional burglars which 
had the characteristics of this one. 


"No professional burglar thinks of 


using his revolver excepting as a last 
resort and when he has no other means 
of escaping capture. That the revolver 
was used, as well as other considera- 
tions, makes me certain that the 
housebreakers were what we call 
'road men' rather than 
professional 


thieves." 


It is believed that the best chance 


for the .capture of the murderer will 
come through the reward. If Mr. Ha- 
zen'a theory is correct, and two or 
three ignorant and hardened young 
men broke into the Fosburgh house, 
they are likely to boast of it, and it 
is not improbable that somebody may 
be sufficiently attracted by the reward 
of fS.OOO to disclose the secret.
